President Wilson yielding to the 
last minute entreaties of his family 
and physician, took no part in th* 
inauguration ceremonies, other than 
to accompany the incoming presi­ 
dent from the White House to the 
capitol, where he signed some bills 
and went with Mrs 
Wilson to th*1 
new home which will be theirs, in 
the residential section of the city. 
When Mr. Wilson departed from 
the White House it was necessary 
for secret service men to place hi*-* 
feet on each succeeding step as he 
descended and it 
was apparent to
